The enthusiasm of Ananda Metteyya, 
scarcely concealed by the low evenness 
Of his tones and certainly revealed by 
his penetrating eyes, does nat recoil 
before the idea of spreading the faith 
in the near future-from England to 
América and to the continent, where 
there is already a promising field 
claimed in Germany. His acquaint- 
ance with the late Colonel H. S. Olcott 
(who visited Burma in company with 
the Prince-Priest mentioned above) has 
encouraged him to hppe fpr success in 
the United States when he arrives 
there. But, in order to establish a 
community of the Yellow Robe for ef- 
fective work in a wew land if’is neces- 
sary to. have one monk of not less than 
ten years’ standing and at least four 
others, fully ordained, to assist him. 
With such a staff ordinations can be 
performed, and the new church, if one 
likes to call it so, can look after its 
own internal interests. Buddhism, once 
a great proselytising religion, but since 


then for many centuries inactive, now 
threatens to resume its old character, 
if its first Scottish preacher can inspire 
others with the zeal which he mani- 
fests himself. 

It- may be mentionedg that, though 
Ananda Metteyya is the first European 
monk in Buddhist orders, he is not the 
only one, for there is another Scotsman 
associated with him in Burma, and also 
a German, who is very anxious to 
found a monastery, probably near Lake 
Lugano, Switzerland, as soon as he 
has the necessary ten years’ standing 
to enable him to admit others to the 
priesthood. There are other European 
postulants in Ceylon, but so far no 
American has joined the order. 

With regard to the future prospects 
in America, the Bhikkhu is sanguine. 

“If we can do even as much as we 
seem likely to do, in this short time, 
in -conservative England, why should 
we not be more successful _ still in 
America, where they are far more re- 
ceptive? Look at the welcome given 
to the Vedantists. 

“The difficulty of starting 
tery in a new country, apart from the 
nec@essity of having a monk of ten 
vedrs’ standing at its head, lies in the 
Frul@ that the food must be collected— 
given by the laity, not bought by the 
monks.

UF A CRAZY MAN 


Bride Discovered That Her 
‘Husband Was a Lunatic, 


ifeg Continually Imagined That He 
Was Being Spied Upon, and Was 
Constantly Suspicious of His 
Wife—Challenged Two 
to Fight Duels,

London, June !:—(Special.)\—An amaz- 
ing story of a lady who made the dis- 
scvery when on her honeymoon that she 
iad married a lunatic was told before 
Mr. Justice Barzrave Deane in a suit 
“or declaration of nullity of marriage. 

The petitioners was Mrs. Catherine 
Roxbnrgh, Jackson, who sought the de- 
cree of nullity in respect of her mar- 
tilage with Mr. Herbert Parry Malpas 
Jackson, who, she alleged, was insane 
at the time the marriage took place. 

The respondent appeared by the offfi- 
celal solicitor, who denied that at the 
‘time of the marriage he was insane or 
that he was idcapable of contracting 
a marriage. 3 

The case was adjourned. 

Petitioner’s Case. 


Mr. Barnard, K. C., for the petitioner, 
Sald the parties went through the wed- 
ding ceremony on October 8, 1904, and 
there was one child of the marriage. 

The respondent, added counsel, had 
Since March, 1905, been in a lunatic 
asylum, and it was quite clear from the 
medical evidence that he was perma- ‘| 
nently of unsound mind. Petitioner, at 
the time she made the acquaintance of 
the respondent, was 28 yeats of age, 
and the respondent about 40. There was 
a very short engagement. 

He told her he wanted her to help 
him, as he had been greatly troubled 
during the previous two years, and that 
he would tell her about it after the mar- 
riage. With the exception of the trou- 
ble, he appeared to be rational. and 
there weré rational letters he sent to the 
petitioner during the engagement. 


Mr. Chamberlain Sent to Watch Him 


In the train from Charing-cross Mr. 
Jackson told his wife that there was a 
woman in the same train watching 
them, Mr. Jackson—pointing to Mr, Jo- 
Seph Chamberlain, who wag on the same 
boat while crossing thec hannel—also 
said to his wife: “The government has 
sent somebody to watch me.”’ 

The honeymoon couple proceeded to 
Lake Como, where Mr. Jackson absolute. 
ly refused to leave his wife even for a 
few moments, and declared he ‘had heard 
her talking to someone. 

When she asked him what the secret 
was which was troublimg him he said: 
“Surely you know. Everybody knows, 
We are being continually spied upon, as 
people suspect me of crime.” : 
Thought People Were Listening.

At Bellagio the husband declared that 
people were listening, and that ‘his wife 
had some understanding with the stran- 
gers in the village. 

They went to a circus, and the bride- 
groom informed his wife that he firmly 
believed the jokes of the clowns were 
aimed at him. When anyone Smiled he 
complained that they were smiling at 
him, 

At a small villagge at which they 
Stayed he alarmed his wife by accusing 
her of having concealed an Italian in a 
cupboard, 

The delusions were so strong, counse’ 
proceeded, that twice he made his wife 
Search the house to look for imaginary 
men, When they arrived at Florence in 
the middle of November he was sti] 
declaring that they were being spied 
upon through the night, 

Groundless Suspicions.

It will certainly be a 
more democratic assembly, because ev- 
ery churchman and woman, lay or 
clerical, in England is entitled to mem- 
bership, and every diocese abroad is en- 
titled to appoint six delegates. In this 
way i is more democratic and more 
representative than the conference of 
bishops, but it will not be so widely rep- 
resentative of the church, e@ause a 
great many distant and poor dioceses 
will e represented ‘by their bishop at 
the bishops’ meeting, but will not be 
represented at the congress. The deci- 
sions of the congress will also. of 
course, De only expressions of pious 
opinions, and will have no binding 
force on the churches. 

During the week of the Pan-Anglican 
congress great meetings will be held 
every evening at the Albert hall, which 
will tbe addressed by leaders. of the 
church, and at which present day re- 
ligious problems wig be handled. Serv- 
ices will be held every day for the 
delewates at Westminster abbey and St. 
Paul's.

possession of the body. They do 
and then prepare a feast of which the 
dear departed is the piece de resist- 
ance. The Body its ¢ut up and roasted 
over the fire or boiled with bananas 
in an earthern pot. No one of the vil- 
lage to which the man belonged is al- 
lowed to be present. Such bodies are 
taken away in the daytime, soon after 
death, and the procession carrying 
them is one of four men who use a 
sack for the purpose. 

These people are called the Manyema 
and until recently they have accom- 
panied the burial of their chiefs with 
human sacrifices, ten living women be- 
ing buried in each grave. The lhgs 
of the women were broken at thea 
knees and their arms at the elbows and 
were then laid flat in the grave 
with the dead body of the chief on. top 
of them. After ten live men 
whose arms and legs were broken in 
the same way were placed over the top 
of the chief, and grave was then 
filled up. My authority for this last 
statement ts J. F. Cunningham, a fel- 
low of the Royal Geographical Soclety 
of London, who for some years was 
one of the chief British employees in 
this part of Africa. 

My German friend told me that the 
officials about Lake Tanganyika have 
been trying to stop the practice of 
eating the dead, but that the natives 
are superstitious in regard to ft, 
that if atill goes on. 

The Island of the Dead. 

It was shortly after leaving the Sesse 
islands that our ship coasted the shores 
of the Isiand of the Dead, which lies 
almost opposite the German military sta- 
tion of Bukoba. It is a little rocky 
mass, covering but a few acres, which 
rises out of the lake almost straight 
upward for eeveral tundred feet. There 
is a Diuf ar e end, and in this there 
are caves which the natives from the 
mainiand use as their burial vaults.

Animals That Earn Their Living. 


(Harriet Quimby in Leslie’s Weekly.) 


The number and variety of four-foot- 
ed creatures on the stage or in the cir- 
cus and earning good salaries for their 
trainers is astonishing. Lions, tigers, 
elephants, bears, horses, clown mules, 
Shetland ponies who dance the lancers 
in sets, acrobatic dogs, horses that do 


' fractions, and monkeys that accomplish 


some feats that require almost human 
intelligence and ability are legion. Good 
animal actors are always in demand, 
and the salaries they command are 
powerful incentives for trainers to rack 
their brains to hit upon some new and 
amusing act. It is not the cleverest 
act that wins approval so much as tie 
most original and amusing. 

There are two universal rules among 
animal trainers. The first is to be- 
come famillar with the animal and to 
know his temperament and to make 
friends with nim. The next thfng is 
to make the animal understand thor- 
Oughly what it is that you want him 
to do and to make him do it. The an- 
imal must be made to feel that the 
man is his superior; then unremitting 
labor and infinite patience are requtred 


, if @ successful result is to be obtained. 


A judicious system of rewards and 
punishments is adopted by the majority 
of trainers, much as a school teacher 
Punishes and rewards ker charges. 
Choosing the right animal for the stage 
or circus is one of the important fea- 
tures, for it is only about 25 per cent 
of anima that can be successfully 
taught to act.

May Be a Lynching.

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 6.—At 8:30 
o'clock tonight a hold-up occurred 
Rossville avenue, on the southern out- 
Skirts of the city, and Joseph Knight, 
a business man, was instantly killed, 
and Miss Sadie Pool was probably fa- 
tally wounded. Knight and Miss Pool 
started for a drive, going in the direc- 
tion of Rossville. 

When they reached a point just south, 
of the city Hmits three negroes sud- 
denly stepped to the middle of the road 
nd gOmmanded the driver to halt. This 
Knight declined to do. One of the ne- 
groes sprang to the horse’s head, while 
the other two covered Knight with pis- 
tols. Knight resisted the attack and 
the negroes opened fire, killing Knight 
instantly. Miss Pool was struck by 
two bullets, and there is little chance 
of her recovery. 

After the shooting the negroes took } 
to their heels. Immediately assistance | 
came and a posse started in pursuit of | 
the negroes. Armed citizens are scour- 
ing the country to the south, and blood. 
hounds are on the trail. It is probable 
that a lynching will follow if the mur- 
derers are captured. Excitement is at 
fever heat in the portion of the city 
where the murder was committed. 

Every deputy connected with the 
sheriff's office, together with the con- 
sthabulary of the county, is in the 
chase, and there is little possibility of 
the escape of the criminals.

Chicagq, June 6.—Sixteen more Taft 
delegates, Were added to the temporarv 
roll call ‘Of the republican national con- 
vertion teday as the result of the. de- 
termination of contests from Florida and 
Georgia. The opposition to Taft failed 
to score, and the slate was wiped clean 
in favor ofthe delegates instructed for 
the secretaiy of war. 


One Florida district, the third, and - 


three Georgta districts, the first, second 
and third, were passed over until Mon- 
day because representatives of the anti- 
Taft delegations were not ready to pro- 
ceed. Getnsel for the delegates in- 
structed for Secretary Taft moved the 
postponement, and announced that they 
did not desire to take “snap judgment,”’ 
Alleged Forged Tickets, 


Vigorous use of the gavel by Chairman 
New, and the interference’ of friends 
was all that prevented a perosanl] en- 
counter between principals of the Flor- 
ida state contest. The proceedings were 
enlivened by the assertion that Repre- 
sentative Butler -Ames, of Massachu- 
setts, who is said to have engineered 
the anti-Taft fight in Florida was re- 
sponsible for the use of alleged forged 
tickets of admission to the state conven- 
tion. 

The charge was made in the form of 
an admission by former United States 
District Attorney J. N. Stripling, one of 
the anti-Taft contestants who spoke in 
opposition to the seating of the Taft 
delegation. It created a distinct sen- 
sation. 

The claim that fonged tickets had been 
used for the purpose of packing the 
convention hall had been made by 
Henry S. Chubb, state chairman, and 
one of the delegates-at-large instructed 
to vote for the nomination of Secretary 
Taft. When Mr. Stripling, of the op- 
posing delegation, which favored the 
nomination of Senator Foraker, arose to 
reply, his attention was directed to the 
charge by Frank S. Streeter, of New 
Hampshire.

MASS MEETING 
FOR STRIKERS 


Labor Men Will Gather at 
Payne’s Chapel This 
Afternoon. 


Vice Grand Master Val Fitzpatrick, 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, who came to Atlanta a week ago 
to investigate the trouble between the 
members of his organization and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, has been followed within the 
last twenty-four hours by W. M. Clark, 
of ‘Chicago, third vice president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors; F. A. 
Burgess, of Cleveland, Ohio, assistant 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers, and W. T. Hamil- 
ton, of Knoxville, Tenn., chairman of 
the general grievance committee of the 
Southern railway. 

And for two or three hours last nignt 
these representatives were in executive 
consultation in Mr. Clark’s room at the 
Kimball. 

It was not given out by either of the 
gentlemen named or by any of the lo- 
Cal railroad men present what trans- 
pired during the evening, further than 
Vice Grand Master Fitzpatrick illus- 
trated fully the conditions he found 
upon arriva; in Atlanta, and the 
work has since done, twhich met 
with the approval of his associates. 

Vice Grand Master Fitzpatrick’s cal! 
for a strike of the men under’ him 
needed no. indorsement by his associates, 
but their approval was shown by ‘the 
interest they manifested in the mass 
meeting he has called for this afternoon 
at Payne's chapel, to which railroad 
men of all branches have been invited. 

[t is known that W. ©. Puckett will 
preside, and that addresses wil! be 
made by Mr. Fitzpatrick, Mr. Clark. Mr. 
Burgess, Mr. Hamilton. visiting railroad 
men, and by Jerome Jones, editor of 
he Journal of Labor, and other well- 
known and recognized labor workers. 

So tfar, the strike has had little ap- 
preciable effect in Atlanta, outside of 
the yards and the employees. In Mem- 
Phis and Chattanooga, however. the 
conditions are reported to be more se- 
rious. Four or five trains were delaved 
in the Atlanta yards during the day for 
some time, while one train was brought 
to a standstill for a long time about 9 
o'clock at night. There was no one to 
turn the switch for the engine below 
Foundry street, and as neither en- 
gineer or fireman would do the work 
the train remained dead until some 
one frofm the superintendent's office 
made the change. 

Vice Grand Master (Fitzpatrick stated 
that something like three hundred to 
three hundred and fifty men had gone 
out In Atlanta, and asserted that others 
would follow as soon as they 
stood the situation thoroughly.

Board of Education Holds. Is

17 NEW TEACHERS NAMED 


Thirteen Supernumeraries Ayppoint-~ 
ea by Board of Education and 
Ten Resignations Accepted. 
School Boundaries Have 
Been Changed.

The effect of the changes in the 
boundaries of twelve of the school dis- 
tricts of Atlanta will be that some 
school children will attend different 
schools next year from those they have 
been previously attending.

Special hon- 
ors will be paid to the memory of 
Judge Jesse Fell, the Wyoming valley 
pioneer, who on February !!, 1808. at 
the village tavern, showed how “stone 
coal” could be burned in an open grate.
